and chop tho lean very fine. To evory 
U'lleup of elioiipod bam add bait a tea- 
npoontiil of French mustard aud the 
iiia^hej yolk of a hard-boiled egg; mix 
well together. Butter tha bread; spread 
with prepared moat and roll up tightly. 

Pottod llara— I'lit somo sllooa from 
a eobl boiled hnin; inlneo very line, 
and ti. every piiund of b'au meat allow 
half a pound of fut; puuud ail together 
In a mortar to a flna imte, gradually 
adding half a taaapoonful of pounded 
mncc, enyenno poppi'r and a llitlo all- 
Mpieo, with a sprinliio of >,'nit«l nut- 
mi'i;. Have all tho inifrodienta well 
mixed. Put away In small Jara, and 
sproad on buttered bread when wanted 
for lunch. 

Chopped Spleed .Beat— Chop two 
p<niiids of raw brof and a small pieco 
of Muel; Hea-oii with jiepper. Halt and 
a Utile bunch of dried sweet herbs. 
Add two eggs, half a teacup of bread 
crumbs and a tablespoonful of bntter; 
mix and work in a roll, with a little 
nour to inako stick toifuthor. Bake in 
u pan; lot got cold and slieo for lunch. 

Jullied Veal -Ciituknuckio of voal 
In jilecos; put in a kottlo and oorer 
with cold water; boil gaotly-for two 
hours, then add an onion, alx pepper 
conoa, a doten cloves, half a tenspoon- 
ful of ground allspiee. a blade of niaee, 
with popper and salt, and simmer ono 
hour longer. Take out tho moat, ro- 
movo the bones, pick to pieces and put 
in a mold. Boil the liquor down, strain 
and add ateaenp of Tinogar; pour It 
over thn meat and let stand twenty- 
tour hours. When eeld turn out and 
slice very thin, and eat with bread and 
butt(;r. 

Preaaad diioiten— lUnalargo, well- 
grown chiekun (nil old one will an- 
swer); pluck and Hinge; put in kettlo 
with cold water to cover; place over a 
moderata Sre and almmer gently for 
two or three hours, or until the meat 
{nils off tho bones. When done pick 
to pieces: put the bones and skin back 
In Ibo kellle luul bell until tbo llquor 

is rodueed 1 -linlf: then strain and 

soiuion with salt and pepiwr; mix with 
the chicken; liour the whola in a square 
mold and stand aside over night When 
hard and oold turn out and alloa flilil.

tho empiit*." 

The oath was realllrni 'd Oel.iber I'.', 
\xxl, and llie year l«;l) Is lixcl as tbo 
time for limiting the imperial pi*erojr- 
ative, forming two bouses of parlliir 
ment, and transforming tho govern- 
ment inio a etnistitutlunal monarchy. 

Tho Knip roi 'r. capital was ohangod 
from Kioto to Yeddo, which was re- 
named, anil culled 'fokio. 

Foudnllsm. or tho holding ot flofa by 
thja dalmio, came to an end in 1H71. by 
Mparlal edict, and tlie whole of threat 
Japan was again directly under tho 
Mikado's rule. 

The titlus of kuzo and daimio were 
also abolished, both being re-named 
simply Kuasoku {Koo-<u-a-koo), Or 
noble famlllos, Tho distinctions be- 
tween the lower orders of people wisro 
scattered to the winds, and even tho 
despised outcasts were made cltizoos, 
protected by law.
